“Tim in a tight fix. There's a bull,” 

The gunman quletly completed his 
work and, waiting until the policeman 
tesumed his beat, slipped out of a 
back door, 

Russell Wark, the first clerk to ar- 
rive, said that he found one of the 
back doors, which is usually open, 
locked, and became suspicious. He 
saw nothing alarming, however, and, 
after talking with a friend next door, 
entered the bank premises 

The bandit darted out of the tell- 
| er's Cage and threatened Wark with a 
un, He forced him to a back room 
| and tled his hancs behind his back 
| Tied Up Junior 
When « junior, the next 
| entered the bank, the bandit placed 
| the rope around his neck and down 
to his hands behind his back, so that 
if he struggled he would choke him- 
self 

Each succeeding arrival was greetcd 
in the same way, One clerk, apparent-
